CONTEST CALENDAR

Welcome to the MARC Contest Calendar. As you are most probably aware, you can participate in a 
contest practically every weekend but I will list only the major and most popular contests scheduled 
for the upcoming month. The most popular contests are highlighted in bold. You can check out 
the list of all the various contests on the “Contest Corral” available on the ARRL website. 


‘As you can see from the list as we approach the summer months, the number of major contests 
starts to diminish but there are many smaller contests in which you can always participate. Don’t for- 
get the big IARU HF World Championship which this year will be held on the weekend of July 9, 
2022. I also must note that the WRTC (World Radiosport Team Championship) which was sup- 
posed to take place this year in Italy during the IARU contest has been postponed to 2023 due to 
COVID restrictions. 


For all contests, remember to carefully read over the rules, study the entry categories, and familiarize 
yourself with the exchange. Make sure you have proper contest logging software installed as all con- 
test submissions are now done electronically. NIMM+ is the most popular contest logging software 
and is available free for download. It can interface to almost any radio, is fully supported, and can 
handle most contest exchanges. Rules for all contests can be found on the various sponsors’ web- 
sites, Another very useful resource is to subscribe to the ARRL Contest Update which you can re- 
ceive via e-mail every two weeks and is available to ARRL members. You can also find third-party 
contest listings for free on the internet.
